The Supreme Court of the State has rec- 
ognized their claim to the extent of ap- 
pointing lawyers to prosecute it, for these 
children appeal to the court as paupers, 
unable to look after their own interests. 

So, while they continue to live as they

It was Pettit’s custom to don his evening 
Clothes at 6 o'clock and stroll around the 
hotel lobbies and along Broadway at night, 
but always by himself. He gained a repu- 
tation for eccentricity in a short time, and 
seemed to enjoy being an object of com- 
ment among the hotel people. On rare oc- 
casions he would engage in conversation 
With frequenters of the lobbies, and if the 
opportunity offered itself he would speak 
most bitterly of the opposite sex. 

“When a man gets married he gets —,”’ 
he said to one man. “I had 30 years of it 
and I ought to know. A woman wants to 
bleed a man of every dollar he's got.” 

The clerks in Pettit’s office in the Bennett 
building came to know in due time that 
thelr employer was not full proof against 
the wiles of a pretty face. The occasional 
Visits of a stylishly dressed woman to his 
Office gave them an idea that he was not 
living the life of a lonely bachelor. and this 
impression was strengthened when it was 
learned that he was maintaining a hand- 
some residence in Fifth avenue, the occu- 
pants of which were said to be Mr. and 
Mrs. Richards. The son of one of Pettit’s 
construction superintendents acted as but- 
ler ‘n this establishment. 

Pettit found that he was “land poor” 
January when he needed money to 
taxes and interest on mortgages. The real 
estate market was as flat as a board, and 
nothing could be sold except at a sacrifice. 
The demands of Pettit’s creditors made it 
necessary for him to raise $690,000 in cash. 
He organized the John Pettit Realty Cor- 
poration, with a capitalization of $2,000,000, 
and invited the public to subscribe, guar- 
anteeing 6 per cent to investors in the 
stock. He was confident of the success of 
this scheme, but it fasled, for reasons 
which he could not understand. 

“My name tis a tower of strength at the 
head of a company,” he boasted. “I have 
never made a failure. 

The public took only $40,000 of the capital 
stock, Prominent business men refused to 
serve as directors.. It became necessary to 
make directors of the men who were or 
who had been in the employ of Pettit. His 
creditors became importunate. They de- 
manded immediate payment of their claims 
for interest on mortgages. One big cor- 
poration threatened to step In and collect 
the rents of the Bennett Building unless 
Pettit paid a demand for $25,000 interest. 

“Fix it up somehow,” said Pettit to one 
of his clerks, ‘“‘I am tired of this racket.”’ 

Then he made hie first disappearance and 
sought the quietude of a hotel in Harlem. 
Later he went to Jersey City and registered 
at the Washington Hotel as Henry Parks 
of Philadelphia. Once in a while he crossed 
the river and visited the hand:ome residence 
in Fifth avenue, and at rare intervals he 
maid sly visits to his office to consult with 
iis eecretary, Samuel GW.

Deed Much Like the Killing of Mrs. 
Barnaby by Dr. 
Graves. 


DOVER, Del., Aug. 19.—Arseniec in lumps 
and chunks as big as a pea has been found 
in the checdlate bonbons which were sent 
to Mrs. John P. Dunning of this city, and 
which not only sent her to her grave, but 
caused the death of her sister, Mrs. Joshua 
D. Deane, and made half a dozen others so 


Seriously ill that for a time it was not 
believed they could live. 

The candy ts supposed to have come 
through the mail from San Francisco, and 
the crime has many feattres like the noted 
poisoning of Mrs. Josephine A. Barnaby by 
Dr. Graves in Colorado a few years ago. 

The bonbons as a vehicle of murder by 
poison was essentially the one thing that 
would carry death to womer and children 
alone, and so it proved, for the men of 
the family escaped the whole danger. The 
full story of the crime will never be told 
unti] the authorities, now deep in the dark, 
discover the woman who carried her hate 
and jealousy so far. 


Ex-Congressman J. B. Pennington, the 
father of both the women who were 
Stricken to death by the hidden assassin, is 
a patriarch in this sleepy Httle village, that 
gains the title of a city because it hap- 
pone to be the capital of the State. He 
las long since retired from the_ political 
field, and at the age of 74 now seeks the 
complete repose to which a long life of 
labor usualiy entitles a man in such a 
peaceful community. 

There is none in all the State that com- 
mands higher respect than he, and it Is 
the same with his family. His two daugh- 
ters, the last of his children, enjoyed ihe 
same high respect among all the townspeo- 
le. It is said that neither of them has evér 
-een known to have an enemy. The Pen- 
ningtons have ever been an honor-loving 
family, and it was into as happy a group 
as one could picture that the poison-.aden 
bonbons fell on Tuesday, just a week ago. 
To-day it was determined positively that 
the poison actually existed. 

It was in the twilight, just before the 
hour for the family supper, that the vener- 
abie parents, their children and grandchil- 
dren were gathered on the plazza of the 
homestead overlooking the green sauncran- 
gle round which the State city buildings are

As was afterward discovered, it was in 
a strange hand, one which none of the fam- 
ily has been able to identify. Inside was 
a tasteful candy box. The bright, smooth 
kind of white with pink ribbon garnishings 
that easily coax the feminine eye. 

It was but another moment before the 
ribbons were deftly untied and the bo« 


thrown open, 


were such as would both 
rise. On the top there lay a 
erchief of common quality 
and strangely out of place in a bon n- 
niere, Beneath {ft were dainty tongs and 
seemingly exquisite chocolates in attractive 
lavers. It was just such an offering as one 
woman might send to another, or a maiden 
might expect to receive from her sweet- 
heart. 

There were words of wondering congratu- 
lation in the Httle family circle and then 
the little box went round. Though it was 
addressed to Mrs. Dunning, ail feit that the 
sweéts were really the family’s common 
property, which no one of them might sin- 
gly and selfishly enjoy. The men folks re- 
fused to partake of the confection, and all 
the more was left for the women.

Miss Josephine Bateman, Miss Edith Mil- 
lington, Miss Edith Clark, all of whom 
had been invited to have a share, now real- 
ize how near they unknowingly were to the 
shadow of death. All of them were ill ‘on 
the following day, but even that did not 
bring ful) realization of the danger that 
had been so close at hand. 


The hand that prepared the death-bearing 
bon bons was as cunning as hand never was 
before. The sweets gave absolutely no out- 
—s sign of the poison that was hidden 
nside, 

Expert examination of the candy shows 
that the crystals of arsenic had been taken 
at random and thrust ifnto the creamy 
hearts of the bon bene. While mang eancue? 
the size of a pea, there were 0 

larger than a Lr head, and it is believed 
that some of the candy contained no poison 
at all. 

It was the absence of any suspicion of 
danger by the victims that made the work 
of the murderess more sure and oney. When 
at midnight Mrs. Deane and Mrs. unning 
became violently ill, their first thought was 
not of the candy, but of what they had 
maten at su er. 
2 To the ioeent reader it may seem tn- 
credible that here in the capital city of one 
of the original States of the Union two 
women, daughters of one of the most influ- 
ential and best known families in the Com- 
monwealth, lay dying, with violent poison 
tearing at their vitals and it was impossi- 
ble to raise the dread suspicion that one 
could brifig to emn a helping hand and 

ne chance of life. 

as olf ly shows how subtle the work of 
murder Sen been. with what complete clev- 
erness it had been accomplished. 

Not until the afternoon of the day after 
the candy had come to them did the family 
speak of it in connection with the strange 
iliness. Even then the doctor was not con- 
vinced. He was shown the bon bons that 
remained in the box, and there was not a 
thing about them to arouse even his per- 


sonal suspicion. 
however. the thought 


Later in the day 
of poison came to him, and he applied the 


best remedies at his command. 

Mrs. Dunning seemed to grow better for 
a time, while her sister continued to sink 
slowly, steadily. Mrs. Deane lived until 
the murderous work brought Instant de- 
mand for reparation. The box had been 
rapped in a piece of common paper, and 
the address was written on both top and 
bottom. The writing wads plainly that of a 
vyoman—an uneducated woman, The hand 
was cramped, but that might have been 
done by design. There was, however, the 
lack of punctuation. The absence of 
periods and commas, that no educated 
woman would ever have thought of omit- 
ting. Delaware was d-e-le-A-r-e. Inside 
the box on a plece of ordinary white note 
paper there was this message: ‘With love 
for yourself and baby. Mrs. C.”’ 

Mr. Pennington is of the opinion that the 
box of candy was intended for Mrs. Dun- 
ning and her child, as evidenced by the 
closed note, and that it was only by an 
unexpected misfortune that other mem- 
bers of the family were included, 

Every effort was made to save the lives 
of Mrs. Dunning and her sister, but they 
were of no avail. The poison did its 
work.

This was done by order of the Municipal Assembly, beca@use 
the Keyes underground ordinance had been adopted and it 
was felt that olenty of time should be given the company or 
‘ompanics who might obtain the contract to comply with that 
c. Jinance, 

No bids were received, the electric companies complaining 
that the requirements in the specifications were too strict. 

Since then nearly two years have elapsed, during which the 
Municipal Assembly have pigeon-holed every ordinance the 
Board of Public Improvements has submitted to.t&em, pro- 
viding for the lighting contract. 

But a little more than sixteen months remain In which a 
contractor, supposing he had already obtained the contract, 
could install a plant and make all the preparations to fill this 
important contract. Two whole years have been frittered 
away, and the Assembly shows not the least anxiety to pass 
a lighting ordinance. 

This ts a disgraceful state of affairs. As time goes on the 
people of St. Louis are being shown, at every turn, that the 
Municipal Assembly exists wholly for the interests of monopo- 
lists and contractors and cares not an iota for the good of the 
city.

Arrival of an Excursion Traio Bring- 
ing Into the City One Hundred 
Milliners From Texas.

The Chicago merchants were 
eager to capture a share of this business 
and they went to work with a will which 
resulted in the eclipse of New York as a

The 
entire trade of the West. from the Missis- 
sippi River to the Pacific Slope, is ours, aiid 
in other directions our boundar‘es run 
through the entire South and encompass a 
district on the North and East as far out as 
Minnesota and Eastern Indiana.
